The  Smallwood  Hospital. 


The  Smallwood  Hospital  owes  its  existence 
in  its  present  form  to  the  munificent  generosity 
of  Messrs.  Edwin  and  William  Smallwood. 

Mr.  Edwin  Smallwood,  late  of  Redditch,  left 
by  his  will  £5,000  for  building  and  endowing  a 
a  Cottage  Hospital  in  Redditch.  This  bequest 
Mr.  William  Smallwood  (residuary  legatee  to 
Mr.  Edwin  Smallwood)  most  generously  sup¬ 
plemented  by  gifts  amounting  to  £10,000  and  a 
share  of  the  residue  of  his  deceased  brother’s 
estate. 

Extensions  were  made  in  1924  and  1934  at 
a  cost  of  £11,109,  towards  which  the  Redditch 
Hospital  Saturday  Fund  contributed  £6,132. 

The  Hospital  buildings  stand  in  the  centre 
of  the  town  on  an  area  of  2,720  square  yards. 

The  architectural  style  is  Elizabethan. 

The  Hospital  was  opened  on  the  25th  May, 
1895,  by  Ford  and  Eady  Windsor,  in  the  presence 
of  a  large  concourse  of  people.
